THEY SUGGEST SLEEPING IN A VALLEY, ABOUT 1.500 FEET 
BELOW QUITO, WHICH IS AT 9,500 FEET. I FEAR THERE IS 
NO BETTER ALTERNATIVE, IF YOU ARE TO HONOR ECUADOR AT 
ALL. THE ONE CONSOLATION IS THE COLONIAL ARCHITECTURE. 

RECOMMENDATION: THAT YOU SPEND THE NIGHT IN QUITO.

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RIGHTS GROUPS. A STOP IN MONTEVIDEO WOULD COLOR YOUR TRIP 
WITH EXCESSIVE U.S. ASSOCIATION WITH MILITARY DICTATOR- 
SHIPS IN THE SOUTHERN CONE. THE BEST WAY TO DEAL WITH 
URUGUAY, FROM MY POINT OF VIEW, WOULD BE TO MAKE A 
SPECIAL EFFORT WITH BLANCO AT THE OASGA. IF YOU FEEL IT 
IS NECESSARY TO MAKE SOME SHOWING IN URUGUAY, I SUGGEST 
THAT YOU DO IT AT A SHORT LUNCHEON STOP.
